St. Pierre, Miq., Dee. 8.— 
The daring trew of alleged 
rum runner* who held four 
Canadian coaitguard men 
captive for a day aboard 
their fleeing craft were pris¬ 
oner* her* to-day as their

Krombout lay under guard 
in St. Pierre harbor. 

The tables were turned dramatically 
on the liquor-runners yesterday eve¬ 
ning when French authorities arrested 
them as they slipped into harbor under 
cover of darkness to land the prlsa 
crew they carried away when they cut 
their seised ship free of the patrol 
boat Stumble Inn off Nova Scotia yes¬ 
terday morning. 

With the arrest ' of Captain Unas 
Mason and his crew, the Kromhout » 
case assumed an International aspect.

Loose Ends 


One important point which The Toronto Globe 
makes in its persistent demand for a commission to 
inveitigate penitentiary conditions in Canada—a de¬ 
mand endorsed by the bulk of the press—is that it 
would cost a good deal less than it will cost the tax¬ 
payers if the time of the House of Commons is taken 
up with e long debate on the question. That it 
will be aired in detail unless the government takes 
action in advance is almost certain. 

The Oshawa Daily Times repeats that there is 
a feeling of unrest regarding penitentiary conditions, 
and only complete frankness by the government can 
allay it. Our contemporary admits tljere may have 
been considerable improvement in conditions in recent 
months and the government should not hesitate to say 
what these improvements are. It contends that it is 
not enough to invite representatives of social servica 
bodies to inspect the institution. Experience has 
shown, of course, that such parties see exactly what 
the officials want them to see. and hear what the 
officials want them to hear. Therefore, they can 
not give a complete picture of what is going on in 
the prison.

MB. DE VALERA'5 DILEMMA “' 

President Enmon de Valera of the Irish Free 
State has announced to the world that Great Britain 
it keeping Ireland within the British Commonwealth 
by force of arms. 

This is the first time we have heard of this since 
the trouble between the government of Britain and 
the government of the Irish Free State began over 
the non-payment of the land annuities. It can ba 
assumed, of course, that Mr. da Valera's failure to 
draw Rt. Hon. J. H. Thomas on the point as to 
what Great Britain would do if the Free State were 
to declare for separation from the empire has driven 
him to an extreme conclusion. 

In a statement to the Associated Press—obviously 
for consumption in the United Stales—Mr. de Valera 
says he told Mr. Thomas “the will of the Irish people 
to-day, as always, is to be free and independent, and 
that we want no privileges which require the sacrifice 
of our freedom."

T. Brown of 8urrey. who is here with 
the executive of the Union of B.C 
Municipalities 

Reeve Brown pointed out that the 
growers were greatly in need of an 
outlet for their surplus and culls which 
sometimes constitute as much as 50 
per cent of their crop. In culls alone, 
there are approximately 10.000 tons 
produced annually In the Fraser Valley.
